1. Power-Function Selector 

Turn the unit on in either Pi/ Operation (Left Position) of Radio Operation 
(Right Position). The unit is turned OFF when the switch is in the Center 
Position. 

2. TV/Radio Band Selector 

Select one of the three TV broadcasting bandy (VHF Low, VHP High and 
UHF). For Radio operation. Select oither AM or FM broadcasts tor Had in 
reception. 

3. Volume Control 

Adjust the volume for both TV and Radio Operation by sliding this control. 

4. Tuning Control 

Rotate to tune in the desired TV or Radio station. 

5. Dial Sc^le 

Indicator for the tuning of a station for both Radio and TV recaption. 

6. Telescoping Antenna 

Adjust length and angle to optimise rv and Radio recaption 

7. Video Input Jack (See Iwlow) 

8. Audio Input Jack 

Connection for AV (Audio/Video) input terminal*! set TV/AV selection 
switch (15) to AV mode, connect the AV (AudiorVidco) terminals with other 
equipments (UHS VCR, TVt3arne.„etc). ' 

9. External Antenna Jack 

For connecting an external antenna. 

10. DC Power Jack 

Connecting trie AC/DC Adapter Id this jack for external power operation. 

11. V-Hold Control 

Use to correct vertical movement in tha picture. To eliminate vertical rati 
adjust tfiSs control back and forth until thf? picture Is stable. 



12. Brightness Control 

Adjust this control so thai the picture is bright enough for room lighting 
conditions. It may be necessary to readjust this centre! to compensate 
far change sn room lighting. 

13. Contrast Control 

Adjust this control to bring out the fine details in the picture nnd to 
provide Hie most pleasing balance between light and dark areas. 

14. Headphone Jack 

For connecting headphones for private listening. 

1 5. TVf'AV Selection Switch 

SelTV/AV selection switch to either TV Of Monitor mode. 

1 6. Battery Charger Jack 

Make sure the Power Switch (1 ) is in Off position. To rachargo batteries. 
NICKEL CADMIUM only, turn off trie TV plug the AC adaptor Into a 
standard 12QV household outlet, eo/inect the output plug of the AC 
adaptor to this charge input jack. Recharging time: please refer to battery 
manufacturer's recommended recharging time. 

1 7. Battery Cover & Compartment 

Remove the battery cover by pressing down on the cover and sliding in 
the direction as indicated by the arrows. The battery compartment holds 
10 "D" cell battery, either rechargeable or non- rechargeable.

POWER SUPPLY 

[AC POWER (HOUSE CURRENT) OPERATION] 

This unit is designed for 12V operation but can also be used on standard 
house current with an AC adaptor. 

CAUTION: Remove the batteries when this set is operating from AC for a 
long time (For normal batteries only ). 

(CAR BATTERY OPERATION) 

Make sure your car has a 1 2V negative ground batter/ supply system. Plug 
one end of the DC cord into DC jack (10), the other end into the cigarette 
lighter receptacle of your r,ar. 

CAUTION: Remove plug from cigarette lighter receptacle when this set is 
not used. 

(DRY BATTERY OPERATION) 

1. While pressing the battery cover on bottom surface, slide it off, as the 
direction of arrow shown. 

2. Inset 10 "D" size dry batteries, (not inducted). Be sure to observe polarity 
before installation 

3. Replace the battery cover. 

NOTE: 

1. When the battery power is low, the picture will shrink. Replace the 
batteries with fresh 6ffc£s or remove Iham from this unit. 

2. The DC plug from the car cord, or the AC cord must be removed from DC 
jack, then :.o operate en the lotteries in the set. 

3. Replace with equivalent type batteries (standard Zinc Carbon or Alkaline 
types). Do not mix batteries of different composition.
